BOARD OF TRADE TO VIS- 
ST NIGHT—MANY GLOW- 
THE PEACE RIVER COUN- 


The Peace River Country, its pos- 
sibilities, extent, fertility, and resour- 
ces, and the truth about it, was echo- 
ed and re-echoed between the four 
walls of the dining room of the King 
Edward Hotel last night. when fifty 
or sixty local men, prominent. in 
business and professional circles, 
gathered to hear the verdict of the 
score or so of well-known journalists 
and publicists who have for the last 
month toured that much talked of 
country, as the guests of James K. 
Cornwall, M.P.P., 


The verdict was “Guilty!” Guilty 
of everything that has been attribut- 
ed to it: guilty of a fertility equal to 
that found in any other part of the 
west, of possesing marvellous re- 
sources and possibilities galore; and 
guilty of being the last good land of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. os 


‘The Cornwall party arrived yester- 
day afternoon, a trifle tired but with 
none the less enthusiasm. over the 
long trip, and put up at the Alberta 
Hotel. When each member emerged 
from the vehicle in which they were 
driven from Athabasca Landing, any 
person who had the pleasure of meet- 
ing them before they started on the 
trip, would have had to look several 
times before they could be recognized 
Their clothing new and clean when 
they started out, was, on their arrival 
yesterday, begrimed and stained with 
the imprint of the northern prairies, 
while the wearers themselves were in 
much the same state. 

When the local Board of Trade 
were made acquainted with the -ro- 
bable arrival of the party, prepara- 
tions were at once begun to arrange 
for a fitting reception and a ban- 
quest was decided on to be held at the 
King Edward Hotel. 

After a general clean un, and the 
unpacking of trunl:s, which had been 
left in care of -he Alberta Hotel, the 
members of the party met at the 
King Edward Hotel, when the ben- 
quet was begun. 

In the absence of the oresident of 
the Board of Trade (Mr. McGeorge), 
Vice-President A. C. Fraser, presided. 

Each of the sneaxers naid particular 
tribute to Mr. K. J. Cornwall, and his 
efforts towards the development of 
the north. country. 

Vhe first toast was. of course. tc 
the King, followed by brief addresses 
of welcome by Mayor Lee, on behalf 
of the city; Mr. T. L. Cote, M.P.P., 
on behalf of the province and Senator 
Roy on behalf of the Dominion.

Miller then 
went on to describe the trip. 

Prof Miller Describes Counuy. 

“We travelled in \all about 2,100 
miles,” he said, “1,400 by waggon, and 
soo by boat. Personally I have had 
considerable experience in examining 
new countries, including various states 
and countries where financial interests 
were involved, so that I am not en- 
tirely ignorant of conditions. 

“Canadians do not know their coun- 
try as they should,” he continued, 
“and since our arrival this afternoon 
I have been asked my opinion as 
though the country we traversed was 


a few square miles. It is not 
realized that the country we 
were called upon to inspect 1s 


over one-third larger than the State 
of Illinois. And how long would it 
take a man to tell of Illinois? I- 7 
took a whole day I could not begin 
to tell you of that northern country, 
except to tell you that you should 
know it better.

“As far north as Fort Vermillion,” 
went on Pof. Miller, getting own 
to details, ‘ we saw the finest vege- 
tables and ever-- kind of grain with 
the exception of corn, all of whic’ 
goes to prove its fertility. 

“In regard to frost, [ may say that 
the liability of ‘frost spoiling the 
crops is not any greater than in the 
south or here. Because you go north 
it does not follow that the dangers of 
frost increases because the isother- 
mal lineyare so irregular.

speaker, is David IE. Wheeler, M.D, 
explorer and sportsman, of Buffalo, 
N.Y. Dr. Wheeler was on his return 
from an eight months’ sojourn in the 
vicinity of the barren lands of Kee- 
watin, when he fell in with the Corn- 
wall party at Athabasca Landing. 

Dr. Wheeler, was introduced as an 
explorer, but he hastily disclaimed 
the honor, 

“You know,” he said, “that the parts 
I traversed were-explored by Frank- 
lin many years ago.” 

Dr. Wheeler stated that he loved 
the country in which he has spent 
such a long time, and apologized for 
rushing through Alberta on his way 
up there. “Alberta was too civiliz- 
ed,” he explained, “and I wanted a 
change.” 5 

Dr. Wheeler told of the “Dog-Rib” 
Indians in the northern Keewatin 
country and of their characteristics, 
and habits, in an interesting manner. 

“The Keewatin country,” he said, 
“could not be called rich, but if it 
does not raise money, it raises men, 
the greatest line of men one can 
find.” 

Another interesting but unexpected 
guest was the Rev. Father Felher, a 
missionary who has been located at 
Grouard, Lesser Slave Lake-for the 
last 32 years. Father Felher asked 
to be excused from speaking on ac- 
count of his inability to speak English 
properly. 

“IT can talk to you in Cree,” he said, 
“but in English | cannot.” At any 
fate the reverend father did make a 
very neat address and was understood, 
his broken English being somewhat of 
a charm. 

“There is no finer country,” said 
Father Felher, in speaking of the 
Peace River, “and I will go back, for 
there is no better. Call the boys in 
there and let them work the land. 
There have been some settlers in there 
for 16 years, farming, working, and 
slaving in that Peace River country. 
We have minerals but no one to pros- 
pect them; timber enough to supply 
the country.” 

S. E. Lee: of Portage, stated that a 
duty that rests upon the people of 
Canada, westerners, an’ Edmonton- 
ians, is to bring the possibilities of 
the northern country before the 
world, :

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“Did you have any adventures?”

|METHODIST CONFERENCE 


TORN BY HIGHER CRITICISM 


Victoria 2.C.. Aug. 20.—-the morn- 
ing session of the Methodist confer- 
ence today was devoted to Dr. Cleav- 
er’s resolution which set forth: “That 
it is regrettable that during the past 
quadrenium in the college teaching of 
our church, or in publications, there 
have been set forth doctrines of un- 
settling and injurious character such 
as: y 

First—That the early chapters of 
Genesis are not history, and that they 
are not science, and that they contain 
no account of the real beginnings, 
neither of the earth, nor, of man and 


of human civilization in it. 


» 


‘Secondly—That Christ assumed the 
Mosiac authorship of the Pentateuch, 
and that David's authorship of the 
110th Psalm. Modern scholarship de- 
nies both, 

Third—A man may not do violence 
to his intellectual conscience at the 
bidding of any authority, however au- 
gust; and such an appeal can accom- 
plish nothing unless it be to discredit 
the authority itself. 

Yourth—On a question of moral 
duty is Jesus to be listened to in this 
matter “concerning the casting out 
of devils,” or is he simply to be ig- 
nored. 

The Resolution Proper 

Therefore, this conference expresses 
its strong disapproval of this, and all 
such teaching, as may have tendency 
to deny the divinity and infallibility of 
Christ, while here on earth, to weaken 
the authority of Christ and his apos- 
tles and to discredit the scriptures as 
a trustworthy revelation from God.” 

Dr. Cleaver explained he held no 
bitterness towards any one, but held 
that the very foundations of our faith 
were at stake. He charged Chancellor 
Burwash, of Victoria College, with de- 
fending those teachings. 

“If modern scholarship holds that 
Christ did not mean what he literally 
said, then we have no Christ in whom 
we can place no reliance. What 
alarms me is the eagerness with which 
so many are ready to discredit the 
scriptures.” 

Mr. Winters in seconding Dr. Cleayt 
er’s resolution, said he had no use 
for higher criticism. Hundreds and 
thousands of our young people were

Chancellor Burwash’s Reply 

At the suggestion of the chairman, 
the conference decided to hear only 
two speakers on each side. 

Rev. Dr. Burwash declared we 
must allow liberty of conscience and 
thought to all. Making an opinion 
the standard of doctrine cut off all 
thoughts He was sure the theological 
faculties of the Methodist colleges de- 
sired the fullest investigation, and de- 
clared that no church provided a bet- 
ter means of conserving its teaching 
since the new legislation. He affirm- 
ed positively that both Dr. Jackson. 
and the other professors at Victoria 
College taught and believed in’ the 
deity of Christ and the authority of 
the word of God. He quoted from 
Wesley’s notes of the new testament 
to show that he taught almost identi- 
cally the views expressed in Dr. Jack- 
son’s book.
